My  Dear  Graduates, 

I  consider  it  a  privilege  indeed,  to  address  a 
few  words  to  you  in  this  book  which,  I  trust, 
will  be  for  each  of  you,  more  than  a  simple 
memento  of  your  Graduation  Day. 

A  College  Annual  to  the  one  graduating,  has 
a  far  deeper  signification  than  for  the  Freshman, 
the  Sophomore  or  the  Junior  student.  For  him, 
in  time,  this  Annual  should  become  something 
of  a  memory  chest  whose  covers  contain  a  rich 
storehouse  of  past  associations  and  are  a  con- 
stant invitation  to  enter,  to  recall  and  to  relive, 
even  if  only  momentarily,  the  years  spent  at 
St.  Patrick's  College,  and  the  lessons  learned 
here.  To  browse  through  these  pages  when  time 
has  worked  its  damage  upon  our  memories,  can 
be  a  refreshing  encounter  with  ideas  and  ideals 


that  were  once  young  and  which  have,  with 
the  experience  of  the  years,  matured;  with  an 
enthusiasm,  more  exactly  a  hope,  that  is  strong 
in  the  young  whose  past  is  brief  and  whose 
future  appears  to  them  so  vast,  if  not  endless. 
You  will  find  here  reflections  of  the  flame  that 
was  enkindled  in  your  heart  and  by  whose  em- 
bers you  can  be  warmed  throughout  the  years  of 
your  life. 

You  will  have  much  to  remember  in  the  years 
to  come.  You  are  living  at  a  time  that  is  in 
every  way  unusual,  I  would  say  almost  exciting, 
in  the  opportunities,  the  problems,  the  challenges 
that  it  presents  to  all  of  us;  and,  too,  you  are 
graduating  in  a  year  that  will  surely  be  marked 
off  as  a  turning  point  in  the  history  of  the  Church, 
nay,  perhaps  the  world,  the  year  of  the  Second 
Vatican  Council. 
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It  is  certainly  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Council 
to  remember,  to  look  bock  on  Christ  her  Founder, 
to  meditate  again  on  His  Spirit  and  to  examine 
the  Church  of  today  in  this  light.  Throughout 
her  history,  she  has  paused  at  times  to  take  stock, 
as  it  were,  to  gauge  her  vitality,  to  reject  and 
discard,  to  nourish  herself,  to  incorporate  and 
transform,  to  remain  the  same  and  yet  to  grow 
and  develop.  The  Holy  Father  has  called  this 
Council  to  lead  the  way  to  a  great  "spiritual 
renewal"  in  the  Church. 

While  the  Bishops  pray  and  deliberate,  you 
my  dear  Graduates,  must  ask  God  for  an  in- 
crease in  faith,  faith  that  involves  your  whole 
being,  faith  which  goes  much  deeper  than  a 
mere  recital  of  the  words  of  the  Creed.  The  mes- 
sage of  the  Gospel  is  not  only  the  message  of  a 
truth  which  illumines,  but  of  a  force  which  saves. 
It  is  the  ardent  wish  and  prayer  of  the  Council 
that  this  message  be  known  and  lived  today  by 
all  Christians  with  the  same  fullness  as  that  of 
the  saints  in  past  centuries.  This  is  the  real  mean- 
ing of  the  extraordinary  call  that  the  message 
of  the  Gospel  makes  to  the  men  of  our  time.  You 
must  know  and  attend  to  the  meaning  of  its 
words  and  hold  it  to  be  as  true  as  the  things 
you  know  on  the  evidence  of  your  senses.  Then 
you  shall  be  truly  witnesses  wherever  you  go, 
witnesses  of  Jesus  Christ  with  whom  you  have 
been  crucified  and  by  whose  spirit  you  are  ani- 
mated, witnesses  of  His  continued  presence  in 
your  soul  and  in  the  Church. 

At  the  birth  of  the  Council,  throughout  its 
months  of  preparation  and  during  the  first  ses- 


sion itself,  the  great  Christlike  heart  of  our  Holy 
Father  seemed  to  permeate  everything  and  every- 
one. His  lively  spirit  of  charity,  blended  with  an 
indestructible  optimism,  crossed  the  boundaries 
and  went  far  beyond  the  limits  of  those  directly 
concerned  with  the  Council,  to  the  four  corners 
of  the  world.  His  example  is  that  of  a  man  of 
God,  giving  himself  completely,  without  any 
reservation,  to  his  God-given  mission.  This  les- 
son of  his  life  is  applicable  to  all  of  us  and  es- 
pecially to  the  young.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  my 
dear  Graduates,  that  this  invitation  to  renewal, 
so  charged  with  optimism,  so  prompted  by  a 
heart  overflowing  with  love,  is  being  made  by  a 
man  late  in  years,  an  elderly  man,  urging  an  old 
and  somewhat  tired  world  to  share  in  his  youth- 
ful vision,  to  believe  as  he  believes,  that  a  world 
fired  by  the  love  of  Christ  can  become  young 
again. 

If  in  the  years  to  come,  it  should  ever  happen 
that  your  vision  weakens,  and  you  are  unsure 
of  the  road  that  you  were  meant  to  walk,  then 
may  you  turn  to  the  pages  of  this  Annual  and 
recall  the  excellent  formation  that  you  received 
at  St.  Patrick's  College  and  the  principles  upon 
which  it  was  built;  and  the  creative  forces  that 
were  present  in  this  year  of  your  graduation:  of 
the  promise  of  a  new  Spring  in  the  Church  that 
was  heralded  by  the  Holy  Father  and  the  Second 
Vat  icon  Council,  but  whose  realization  will  large- 
ly depend  upon  you.

Each  spring,  Canadian  Universities  and  Colleges  send  forth  thousands  of 
graduates  to  take  their  places  as  molders  and  builders  of  a  better  Canada. 
These  new  graduates  are  a  pledge  of  continued  progress  in  the  future.  In- 
evitably within  a  few  years  they  will  be  found  among  the  leaders  of  society. 

Each  graduate  willy-nilly  bears  the  stamp  of  the  institution  in  which  he  was 
trained.  It  is  a  symbol  of  the  richness  and  diversity  of  Canadian  life  that  no  two 
institutions  of  higher  learning  are  exactly  alike.  This  diversity,  rather  than  being 
a  sign  of  divisiveness  to  be  lamented,  is  indicative  of  the  vigour  and  health  of 
a  democratic  society  composed  of  peoples  with  varied  backgrounds  and  interests.

We  have  seen  in  1962-1963  two  basic  fornnat  changes.  After 
five  years  of  appearing  as  a  minneographed  bulletin,  the  SHILLELAGH 
appeared  in  September  of  1962  as  a  one-page  news  sheet  which 
purported  to  analyze  the  news  and  voice  the  students'  opinion.  Main- 
taining the  same  general  purposes,  the  SHILLELAGH  appeared  in 
February  as  a  four-page,  less  cumbersome  and  more  eye-appealing 
newspaper. 

A  deeper  and  more  basic  change  in  the  SHILLELAGH  was  caused 
by  the  substantial  increases  in  enrolment  at  the  College.  The  old 
personality  of  the  College  had  disappeared  and  a  new  imperson- 
ality took  its  place.  The  SHILLELAGH  was  forced  to  reflect  this  new 
impersonality  in  its  content  and  in  its  style  of  presentation. 

On  the  basis  which  has  been  set  up  in  1962-1963,  the  SHILLELAGH 
must  continue  to  grow  in  the  future.  It  must  not  be  allowed  to  settle 
into  a  rut  of  non-progress.  The  task  of  progress  will  fall  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  new  staff  for  1963-1964  and  we  wish  them  every 
success.

A  good  number  of  the  offerings  in  THE  SHIL- 
LELAGH deserve  credit.  Many  of  the  editorials 
were  most  effective,  particularly  the  following, 
after  the  publication  of  which  there  was  re- 
newed interest  in  student  activities: 


To  the  Student  Body: 

Now  that  we  have  seen  the  last  of  1962,  we 
are  all  returning  to  St.  Pat's  ready  to  make  a 
fresh  start,  ready  to  carry  out  our  New  Year's 
resolutions  to  attend  a  few  more  classes  than 
last  semester,  to  stay  awake  at  least  during  the 
first  half  of  each  lecture.  To  the  Freshman  class 
and  the  new  Sophomores,  —  Congratulations! 
You've  made  it  this  far  (despite  the  ordeals  of 
initiations  and  Christmas  Exams)  and  1  hope  all 
are  willing  to  make  a  successful  go  of  the  re- 
mainder. 

But  here  is  a  warning,  directed  partly  to  the 
new  students  and  mainly  to  those  who  have 
been  here  a  year  or  more.  Neither  I,  nor  any 
person  here,  can  find  a  good  reason  why  the 
percentage  of  school  participation  in  this  Col- 
lege is  so  small.  It  cannot  be  that  there  are  not 
enough  students  (almost  500  as  compared  to 
the  170  of  four  years  ago),  nor  can  it  be  that  the 
various  events  are  not  adequately  advertised  far 
enough  in  advance.

Attending  classes 
and  taking  part  in  all  the  other  academic  activi- 
ties is  fine,  and  necessary;  but  it  is  only  half  of 
your  education. 

How  many  of  you  have  attended  a  debate  this 
year?  How  many  were  spectators  at  the  football 
games  to  at  least  give  your  team  moral  support 
when  it  was  most  needed?  How  many  have 
complained  about  the  new  format  of  the  school 
newspaper,  but  never  contributed  so  much  as 
one  letter,  satisfied  to  use  the  Bulletin  as  a  scor- 
ing sheet  for  the  bridge  games  in  the  canteen? 
How  many  did  not  sell  tickets  for  the  play,  or 
did  not  even  bother  to  attend,  thereby  missing 
a  display  of  excellent  acting  ability  and  contri- 
buting further  to  its  financial  failure?  Who  of 
you  have  wondered  about  the  progress  of  our 
Yearbook  and  never  bothered  to  find  out?  How 
many  of  you  do  not  know  what  NFCUS  is?  what 
it  does?  How  many  of  you  have  not  gone  to  a 
school  dance? 

If  you  are  guilty  of  any  of  these  and  have 
not  resolved  to  remedy  them  —  take  care,  for 
you  may  graduate,  but  you  will  never  be  edu- 
cated, no  matter  how  many  letters  are  after  your 
name!

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EDITORIAL 


"There  is  no  knowledge  in  books  ■ —  only  black  marks  on  white  paper."  These 
are  the  words  of  a  great  and  beloved  man  —  Father  Banim  our  former  Dean. 
And  indeed  there  is  no  knowledge  in  books,  for  no  matter  how  many  of  those 
"black  marks"  the  student  has  been  able  to  apprehend  and  imprint  upon  the 
memory,  if  he  is  not  able  to  follow  the  process  of  learning  to  reason  and  judg- 
ment, he  can  not  "know". 

This  is  the  aim  of  a  college  education  —  not  to  see  how  many  facts  can  be 
stuffed  (perhaps  "crammed"  would  be  a  better  word)  into  an  empty  little  head  in 
order  to  transpose  them  from  mental  notebook  to  examination  notebook  at  the 
appointed  hour  —  but  analyze  these  facts,  to  reason  to  a  conclusion  about  them, 
and  to  form  a  judgment  based  upon  that  conclusion.  Perhaps  in  the  field  of 
science  where  a  thing  is  either  right  or  not  right,  this  will  be  a  fairly  technical 
process,  but  in  the  field  of  the  arts,  in  politics,  business,  human  relations,  in  the 
very  selection  of  one's  friends,  where  there  will  be  so  many  conflicting  opinions 
this  becomes  a  more  abstract  process  demanding  "knowledge". 

True  knowledge,  then,  of  its  very  nature,  requires  a  broadminded  outlook.  The 
student  should  have  the  confidence  to  r  und  by  his  convictions,  derived  from 
intelligent  reasoning,  and  judgment,  and  yet  have  the  flexibility  to  alter  his 
point  of  view  if  another  man  presents  a  knowing  argument.  He  should  try  to 
realize  that  life  is  not  something  cut  and  dried,  and  that  simply  because  a  man 
holds  an  opinion  differing  from  his  own  does  not  make  him  wrong  —  there  is  no 
room  for  the  word  "stupid"  as  applied  to  the  opinion  of  another  human  being 
in  the  vocabulary  of  the  "knowing"  individual. 

I  have  emphasized  knowledge  with  regards  to  life  in  general  for  a  specific 
reason  —  to  point  out  the  importance  of  a  well  balanced  education.  This  includes 
not  only  the  academic  part  of  it,  but  the  social  part  —  participation  in  the 
various  activities  in  the  school  —  which  leads  to  a  greater  undesrtanding  of 
human  relations,  and  the  ability  to  accept  responsibility  in  the  performance  of  a 
duty  which  will  affect  not  just  one  person,  but  others  as  well  —  all  of  which 
contribute  to  one  proficiency  in  the  learning  process. 

There  is  one  caution,  however,  which  may  seem  to  contradict  what  we  have 
said  about  learning  to  judge  for  oneself,  but  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and 

should  be  impressed  upon  every  narrow  minded  individual    "Judge  not 

lest  ye  be  not  judged".
